Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Secrion 1. That any railroad company of this state,
may so construct its bridges as to answer the ordinary
purposes of travel and business, as well as for railroad
purposes ; and any company that shall so construct its
bridge is hereby authorized to demand and receive such
rates of toll for the passing of individuals, vehicles of all
kinds, or animals, as said company may demand subject
May Tohinde to the approval of the county commigsioners of the county
lalls—county QT counties in which such bridge is erected. Provi.ded,
torxeeping  That such rates of toll shall be uniform, shall be printed
brdgesiaorder, op painted, and kept.conspicious by being posted in’ or
near the the toll house of sich bridge ; and Provided fur-
ther, That such rates ot toll may be revised and changed
the first week of each year, and that said company may
compound or bargain with avy person or party for the
use ot such bridge or bridges by the month, quarter, or
year; Provided, also, That no railrond company shall
receive toll upon any such bridge if erected within one
mile of any toll bridge previously constructed over the
game stream or river by any incorporated bridge company.
Provided furthcr, That the town or towns, county or
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counties in which such bridge or bridges may be erected,
shall not be liable to pay auy of the cost of coustructing
or Tepairing such bridge or bridges or the immediate
approaches thereto.

SEc. 2. That any railroad company or corporation, Ratos of tarifr
organized under the title to which this is an amendment,, for freighs ana
may charge and receive for the transportation of passengers ™™
and freight on their road, such reasonable rate as may be
from time to time fixed by said corporation or prescribed
by law. '

Skc. 3. That section thirty-two (32), and section Reoend of 4
thirty-five (85), of said title one (1}, to which thig is mer sections
au amendment, be and the same are hereby repealed.
